Apropos of suiuiiio being n crime, 
says a writer in the San Francisco 
Argonaut, I am reminded of an anec- 
dote of Marauder, who was in some 
sort the Bill Nye of the army.

Indian TchI fi>r;i Mad l>o«. 

An amusing and at the same time 
instructive commentary on mo new 
local Holf-governuient policy in India 
is afforded by the following resolution, 
recently issued by u municipal com- 
mittee in the northwest provinces. Tho 
subject is the destruction of mad dogs. 
"It is no doubt impossible to ascertain 
tho degree of madness of a dog killed, 
aud tho only possible way of deter- 
mining the question is that whenever 
tho sweepors notice any dog of serial 
madness, such as has begun to bite 
and assault persons, they should report 
it to tho munrnrim, who will issuo 
proper orders for killing the dog; and 
after it has been examined by tho 
native doctor, the person who will kill 
it shall bo rewarded annus eight for 
each of such dogs. Tho symptoms of 
usual madness in u dog are — first, at- 
tacks on people; second, not recogniz- 
ing his master; third senselessness iu 
general. When these symptoms be 
proved to have been truly shown by 
a dog, such a dog will be taken as mad 
and unscupulously killed on the spot, 
and the person entitled will be awarded 
annas four for each of such dogs." 
This almost rivals Mr. (train Duffy's 
story of the country station-master who 
telegraphed up to headquarters: "Tiger 
jumping about platform. Please tele- 
graph orders." — St. James's ifuselte. 

Ethics of Journalism. 



Mr. McLaughlin, of Philadelphia, 
laid to Gath: "1 think the natiwnal 
convention at Chicago was better re- 
pprtod throughout the American presH 
than any convention we have ever had. 
The newspaper profession has acquired 
more self-respect. That is the first 
tiling to be looked to about the press. 
A man camo iu here yesterday and 
wanted me to take .$10 worth of tick- 
ets for iiis bonelit, the door-keeper of a 
theater. Said 1: 'I don't quite see why 
I should contribute $10 to yon.' Ho 
replied that he had been very kind to 
the 'boys.' 'Now,' said 1 to tho door- 
keeper, if you will turn every one of 
our "boys' oil when they want to go in 
free, I will engage lo give you %>2;> at 
your next benefit, and 1 will givu that 
to each of the theaters in this city.' 
Along in the night if the news is a lit- 
tle dull it is the habit of those news- 
paper men to sally out and look first 
at this theater and then take in an act 
of that, aud half the lime we cannot 
lay our hands on them if something 
happens. Newspaper employes ought 
lo be well-dressed men," said Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, "and above accepting these 
favors. We want every man around 
us to feci thai he is a gentleman, aud 
that his privileges in communicating 
w«th the public are of a very excep- 
tional kind, and ought to give him high 
responsibility as a citizen." Said I: 
"Your Philadelphia papers aro belter 
than they formerly were?" "Yea," 
said he, "anil it has been discovered 
that the success of a new paper does 
not supersede another successful one. 
Tin; people read in proportion to tho 
variety of tin' talent you set beforu 
them. If you make three good news- 
papers where only one was good, a 
large portion of the peoplo take all 
three. Merely political .stipendiaries 
have no longer any standing in our 
journalism. Ono of the best editors 
we ever had thought it was an honor 
to go to Washington and be asecretary 
of the senate or something of L li si L 
kind. Witli unexampled opportunities 
to lie the foremost citizen of his own 
state, lie considered that those little 
offices dignified him. A different feel- 
ing has come over the press. All tlio 
conditions of journalism have changed, 
The time was when a man wrote an 
editorial article by referring to what 
happened in the first year of the Chris- 
tian era. Now the blue pencil wipes 
out all that unnecessary verbiage." 
"How much dues the Philadelphia 
Ledger make?" I asked. "Over $-100,- 
000 a year. We have four or live morn- 
ing papers hero which aro in a very 
substantial condition. Tlio afternoon 
press is not so prosperous. Tho Tele- 
ijraph makes a respectable sum of 
money, and its older contemporary 
makes a living for il~s owners."

etc. Tho instrument goes to say that 
"Tim suid property is given in 
trust, reserving, however, tho right 
to occupy mid improve, make re 
pairs, pay ta7.es, insurance policies, etc., 
in fuel retain it under my control as agent, 
ami making all proper reservations for my- 
self aud others, during uiy natural life, the 
two southwest chambers and one of the 
store-rooms below lo be kept fur historical 
looms for relics of various kinds, and not 
to be let, such us belonged to Susan \V. 
Hustings nud others; that nothing is to be 
sold, neither real nor personal property, 
forever, but kept in trust for a memorial by 
tboxe who have full faith in the blessed 
Lord Jesus, anil to continue by his appro- 
bation forever lo occupy according tu his 
will." This instrument was duly signed, 
sealed and delivered, in the presence of 
three witnesses, acknowledged before n 
justice of tho pence in Ashburuhitm, and 
accompanied by the legal fees for its record- 
ing.

THE JAPANESE UN AMERICA. 

Several noted Japanese have been ap- 
pointed by their government to exiiiuhie 
the European navies with a view to intro- 
ducing their improvements into the, Jap- 
anese navy. They passed through the 
United States on their way to England, and 
their views on the American navy and forti- 
fications are very disparaging. After being 
through the Brooklyn and Washington navy 
yards onoof them said that he hail not seen 
a ship at either yard that would prove of 
the slightest account in a naval buttle of to- 
day. "'When we left Japan on our way to 
England," said he, "we did not intend to 
spend any time at all in this country, for 
wo had road such disparaging accounts of 
the American navy that we did not think it 
worth our while to examine it; but whon we 
arrived in San I'rancisco wo thought that 
being here we might as well examine your 
naval system. Japan has averypoor navy, 
but it is bettor than yours. 1 do not think 
it exaggerating to say that the harbors of 
New York and San Francisco are absolutely 
unprotected. So far as I can see there is 
nothing inside or outside of New York har- 
bor that would prevent a first-class ironclad 
from destroying this city. We examined 
what were called coast defenses at San Fran- 
cisco, but couldn't find any. l!ut I can 
truthfully assert that 1 am delighted with 
your country. I have heard much and 
learned much of American progress and 
American civilization, but I frankly confess 
that 1 was not prepared for anything like 
what I have seen. The American method 
of travelling, and tint comfort that one can 
enjoy while doing so, is absolutely marvel- 
ous to a man who never before had been 
outside of Japan. We have scarcely any 
railroads or steamboats- and those we have 
are a great deal worse than one can tind in 
this country. There is one advantage, 
though, that Japan has over America, and 
that is that it has no really poor people. In 
New Vurk and in every other American city 
that T have been in, it is impossible to 
walk more than half a dozen blocks wit limit 
being stopped by some wretched looking 
creature, and asked lor money enough to 
buy dinner o?- lodging. Now, in Japan you 
never see a beggar on the streets; not be- 
cause tbo government locks them up, but 
because there are really no poor people in 
Japan. There is much more wealth in 

deal more misery anil poverty, and 1 think 
that if oue could make an average of the 
countries be would Hud greater individual 
happiness in Japan than in America." 

BONNETS i'S. HATS. 

When the long-talked of theatre ia built 
people will be able once more to attend a 
musical or dramatic performance with 
comfort. The accommodations at tho 
Philharmonic are anything but inviting, 
but until something better is provided oue 
must be content with the venerable struc- 
ture. Still it is always praiseworthy to 
attempt to correct abuses, and we venture 
here to suggest that a reform might be ef- 
fected by tho ladies which would udd 
greatly to the comfort and convenience of 
the audience. We refer to that old sub- 
ject — large hals at the theatre. Jokes on 
this subject are worn threadbare, but it 
is none the less true that attempting to 
catch glimpses of the performance by 
dodging around a Gainsborough hat 
through a whole evening is enough to 
make a man (or a woman) swear. The 
tall square hats that ladies are affecting 
now, with trimmings bunthed up in front 
to make them higher still, are just as bad 
whon a small woman or a child happens 
to sit behind. This trouble is particularly 
annoying at Philharmonic Hall on account 
of tho floor being level. Cannot the 
ladies give up tho practice uf wearing 
hats to the hall and con Que themselves to 
the small, clone-fitting bonnets which are 
so much more suitable'.' Or, even better, 
let them appear without bonnets, envelop- 
ing the head in a fleecy "cloud" or any of 
the contrivances worn when going to balls, 
which can be removed and held in tho lap 
during the performance! 

PLUCK. 

The action of Mr. Magistrate El- 
liott, Superintendent Ituycroft and 
Officer Hough in so promptly getting 
possession of the murderer of Mr. Yea- 
mans is to be commended. The under- 
taking was not an enviable oue for so 
small a force of men. There are only 
two or three white men in the region, and 
had the Indians mudu any violent reals 
tance to the demands cf the law the posi- 
tion of the olhcors would have been rather 
unpleasant. The expedition has been 
most wisely and successfully managed. 
The Indians were dealt with quietly but 
firmly and the result was that the murd- 
erer was surrendered to justice without 
any disturbance. The government are 
alBo to be commended for not having fol- 
lowed the advice of certain timid and ex- 
citable persona and sent a force of white 
Victoria warriors, some of whom have 
never tired off a gun in their lives, to mas- 
sacre the whole tribe in retaliation for one 
man's death.

FRANCE. 

MARSEILLES, July 20. — Classification of 
deaths from cholera gives tho following : 
Spanish, 13; Greek, 9; English, 1; Aus- 
trians, 1; German, 1; American, 1. Nine 
deatliB from cholera at Marseilles last night; 
13 in Toulon. The situation of the in- 
fected districts continues to improve.

Many 
nobles and prominent families are involved. 

IRELAND. 
Duiilin, July 29. — Two more persons 
have boon arrested for connection with 
tho unsavory Cornwall scandal. Many 
other persons have become frightened at 
tho prospect uf arrest and are leaving the 
country. 

ENGLAND. 

London, July 29. — Great precautions 
have been taken to proserve order during 
tho trial of Daly, Egan and O'Donnell, 
suspected dynamiters. A strong barrier 
has been erected to protect tho approaches 
to the court and constables armed with 
revolvers will bo placed on j^iiard at all 
public buildings.

EASTERN STATES. 

Ciiicaoo, July 29. — Tho arrival of a 
number of sick cattle having boon report- 
ed at tlio Union stockyards in this city an 
examination was made by veterinary 
surgeons. They agreed that the disorder 
is the Texas fovor superinduced by drink- 
ing water strongly impregnated with al- 
kali. The cattle have been secured in 
quarantine. 

Chicago. July 29. —Another train con- 
sisting of 12 cars containing 2-10 head of 
cattle arrived this morning. They 
were branded the same as the I 
herd which was found to be diseased, 
fifteen were found dead in the cars, loo had 
been thrown out dead on the way, and a 
great many others were sick. l)rs. Paarin 
and Dewolf declare that the trouble is 
murrain. The entire herd, including those 
of yesterday, were ordered killed, making 
about 500 head in all. In view of the fact 
thai the cattle were thoroughly quarantined 
before killing, it is not believed the trouble 
will extend any further. 

GERMANY. 
Bkkli.v, July 29. — At tho meeting in 
London yesterday of the Egyptian con- 
ference Count Von Monster, German am- 
bassador to England, proposed a confer 
ence to discuss the question of reform of 
the Egyptian sanitary committee, hut 
Earl Granville, British foreign secretary, 
declined the proposition. Three represent- 
atives concurred with him that it was a 
question outside of the sphere of tho con- 
ference. The other members of the con - 
ference, however, would have supported 
Conn Von Minister had the question been 
discussed. Tho latter asked the other dele- 
gates not to offend Earl Granville, who re- 
fused to discuss tho subject. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersbuku, July 29.— A number 
of women and girls have been arrested for 
conspiring against the government. They 
are connected with the Marie institution 
of school of education for girls of good 
families. The conspirators mot in tho 
rooms of the institute and have accom- 
plices among the teachers and older pupils 
of the school.

THE TERRIFIC HAILSTORM- 



Appeai-aiicc of the Mark li am 
Fiirms After the Meeting 
of the Clouds. 

Tliis Year's Crops Totally !>»■- 
sti'oyed. 

The injury done to the crops in tho 
township of Markhain is even worse than 
at first reported. The hailstorm on tho 
I2th instant was something terrific. The 
farmers in tho locality noticed two small 
clouds, one in the north went and the other 
in the northeast. They camo into colli- 
sion just south of Unionville, and people 
who witnessed the storm Bay that tho 
sound was similar to that of tho Falls of 
Niagara. The sight of tho whirling clouds 
was grand. The farmers in tho holds bo- 
coming terrified, expecting that the storm 
would sweep all before it and ran to places 
of shelter. The storm burst forth with 
violence almost indescribable. Tho wind, 
however, did not hist long, and tho show- 
er of hailstones uf extraordinary size con- 
tinued for almost twenty minutes. In 
these few minutes some of the finest crops 
in Ontario were utterly destroyed. Beau- 
tiful spring wheat was driven into the 
ground and t he fields looked as if the 
grain had been cut with dull reapers. Tho 
stubble is uneven and an occasional head 
of grain which escaped falling hailstones 
still stands to show what the crop was be- 
fore the storm. Mr. Win. Ronnie, of 
this city, visited the scene on Friday. 
He says the groat force of this extraordin- 
ary storm culminated at hlagermaii's Hill, 
where the crops were completely destroy 
ed fur over a mile Bquare. In this vicini- 
ty the fences appear as if they had been 
shot at and riddled with bullets. The cat- 
tle and other live stock on the farms were 
badly bruised by falling hailstones. Mr. 
William Milliken, lot 5, in the fifth con- 
cession, had 28 acres of wheat, 22 acres 
of barley, IS acres of oats, li acres of roots, 
and S acres of peas utterly cut to pieces. 
Several other farmers have fared in the 
saie.j unfortunate manner. Many of tho 
hailstones weighed two or three ounces 
after they had lain on tho ground for 
some time. Tho windows on tho north 
side of the farm houses were smashed. 
The roofs of barns have to bo reahingled, 
so groat is the damage. Tho farmers are 
cutting up their spoiled grain for feed for 
live stock. Old residents remember a 
storm such as this on tho 12th of July, 
1850. —Globe.

Paris, July 29. — The French govern- 
ment received advices from Tamatoe, 
Madagascar, stating it was reported the 
natives were defeated by the French. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, July 29. — A merchant who left 
Rassala on tho 21st says that before start- 
ing he recoived a letter from Gen. Gordon 
to the Mudirof Kassala dated June 11th. 
According to this letter Gordon was safe 
and had abundance of provisions and 
ammunition. He was short of money and 
was raising funds by issuing bonds. Ho 
was hemmed in on all sides by the rebels. 
As soon as the Nile rose his intention was 
to equip the steamers at Kassalu. The 
merchant says tho provisions -vero sutlici- 
ent for five months. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sas Francisco, July 29. — -Two vessels, 
nanus unknown, from Puget Sound for 
South American ports with cargoes of lum- 
ber, are reported at Tahiti to have run 
ashore on neighboring islands.

IRELAND. 
Lon-don, July 29.— The excitemenl re 
gardiug the Cornwall scandal has spread 
from Dublin to London and bids fair to 
become as intense hero as it ever was in 
the Irish capital. Tho action of the gov- 
ernment in ordering the case to be con- 
ducted by English law officers has created 
a great turmoil in aristocratic circles here 
and especially among the friends of Earl 
Spencer, who declared that such a step 
would subvert his authority in Ireland and 
be equivalent to a declaration that he was 
unable to deal with crimeH or abuses 
found to exist in his own official house- 
hold. The government finally yielded to 
the presure which was brought to boar by 
Earl Spencer's friends and Chief Secretary 
Trevelyan ordered that the prosecution 
should be conducted in the usual way. 
The arrest of Fernando/., of the Cold- 
stream Guards, on a charge of being an 
accomplice of Cornwall in his filthy crimes 
caused an immense sensation. Fernan- 
do;: is a handsome bachelor of -10, and a 
popular society man. He w as arrested 
last evening while dining with a party of 
brother officers at Aldershot, Other sen- 
sational events are expected and it is said 
the police are in search of another officer 
of the guard, who is a relation of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, and wdio himself 
sports a little, and who (led to avoid ar- 
roBt. Tho number of criminals implicated 
in the practices will reach twenty, and 
most of them are prominent in official 
and social circlea. The evidence in the 
Cornwall inquiry to-day at Dublin was 
horrible.

MR, CHARLES CROCKER. 

The Object of His Visit to Vic- 
toria. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Charles Crocker, 
president of the Central Pacific railway aud 
a member of tho great firm of Stanford, 
Crocker & Co., the California syndicate 
who built tho first railway across the conti- 
nent and subsequently constructed tho 
Southern Pacific railway, arrived by the 
Queen of tho Pacific. Mr. Crocker is also 
a directors of the Esquimalt aud Na- 
naimo railway company — of which our re- 
spected fellow-townsman, ilr. Hubert Duns- 
muir, M. P. P., is president — and i« largely 
interested in tho many industrial aud other 
enterprises that have contributed to the 
prosperity of this coast. He was met by 
Mr. Dunsmuir aud other gentlemen and 
shortly afterwards entered a carriage and 
was driven about the suburbs. 

In the course of the morning a represen- 
tative of The Colonist called on Mr. 
Croeker. Ho iH a halo and hearty-looking 
gentleman of some till years, but appears 
much younger, very pleasant and affable, 
aud received the scribe cordially. In an- 
swer to inquiries Mr. Crocker said that he 
would remain on the Island about ten days. 
He had never before visited the province; 
but uow that ho had taken an interest in 
the country with his friend and associate, 
Mr. Dunsmuir, he might look in upon us 
frequently. As for the climate of Victoria 
the short time he had beeu here seemed to 
confirm all ho had heard respecting it — 
that it was the loveliest on tho globo. 
With tho scenery ho was especially delight- 
ed—the grand mountains on tho south and 
east, and the placid waters of the straits 
stretching away towards the Olympian 
range form an enchanting picture. He 
had come here to see the country in which 
ho has taken a large interest, of the varied 
and rich resources ho had hoard so much, 
and in tho development of which he intend- 
ed to assist. Mr. Crocker added that he 
understood the agricultural lands of the 
emiutry were limited; but he was informed 
that what was lacking in farming capabilities 
waB more than met by tho mineral ami coal 
deposits.

Supreme Court. 

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

Tuesday, July 29. 

Crowther vs. Beaven and wife— This 
was an action of trespass tried before tho 
judge without a jury . 

The plaintiff is owner and occupier of 
lot 398, corner Pandora and Quada street; 
the defendants own the adjoining lot H9i). 
Previous to January of thu present year a 
fence divided the t«o properties aud on 
tho 12th of that month thu defendants, 
having obtained from the city surveyor, 
Mr. Harris, tlie lines of the property as 
rectified under the recent city survey and 
the olliciul imp act, 1BS0, removed l ho 
fonco and placed it between four and Gvo 
foot to tho eastward of where it formerly 
stood, thus encroaching that space upon 
tho ground hitherto owned by tho plain- 
tiff. The plaintiff in turn knocked down 
the fence and brought the present action 
claiming damages for the trespass and an 
injunction. 

The plaintiff based his claim up in his 
uninterrupted possession for upwards of 
20 years, contending that tho statute of 
limitation,;? and 1 Will. I.e. 27., destroyed 
any adverse title set up after that period. 

In support of this contention tho plain- 
tiff swore that ho bought lot 398 in 18111 
and tho .same year erected a fence upon 
tho line of that removed by tho defendant; 
in 1802 ho built a residence within the 
confines of the fence where ho and his 
family had resided continuously down to 
the present time. That on the defend- 
ants acquiring the adjacent lot in 187'J he 
gave them permission to temporarily re- 
move the fence, to facilitate their build- 
ing a house upon lot 34-9 upon their pro- 
mising to replace the fence so removed 
with a new one, which they did, and that 
no one had ever interfered with his pos- 
session of the lot as bounded by the fonco 
until tho defendants in January last. In 
corroboration of plaintiff s evidence ho 
produced insurance receipts dated Sep- 
tember, 18tib\ Mr. Say ward and Air. 
Muir proved to supplying the lumber for 
building thu house in 1862 and a witness, 
James Moure, swore that he did the plast- 
ering work upon the house in August of 
that year and that at that time the fence 
had already boon erected. Tho plaintiff 
also swore to actual damage on account of 
defendant's action to tho amount of about 
§100. 

The defendant showed that in 1877 the 
then owner of lot 391) had obtained a cer- 
tificate of indefeasible title for lot 399 aa 
marked on the official map; and it was 
contended that such indefeasible title 
avoitled the operation of the statute of 
limitation. Mr. Harris swore that having 
surveyed tho block upon which lots ;!98 
and o'J'.l ttuie situated according to tho 
lines of the stroots as defined upon the 
official map of 1880 bo found that the 
boundaries of all tho lots extended too far 
to the westward, aud that the plaintiff's 
western boundary of lot "i'.)8 encroached 
between four und live feet upon lot 
li'.l'J, plaintiff being entitled to take 
that quantity from Quadra street upon his 
eastern boundary, as the lino of the street, 
according to the map, encroached to tho 
same extent upon the plaintiff's lot l!'.)8. 
Mr. Harris further stated that the new map 
corresponded as nearly as could be with the 
old map of 1858, and carried out the inten- 
tion of the same, hut was framed on a 
larger scale. The map of 188H had first 
beeu plotted by the witness according to 
the actual position of the streets and the 
blocks, and had afterwards been rectified by 
Messrs. Pearse & I'einberton so as to carry 
out the intention of Iho map of 1808, they 
being the authors of that map also. Tho 
evidence being concluded the further hear- 
ing of the case was adjourned until Thurs- 
day next, for the inspection of the maps 
and the argument of counsel. 

Mr. Theodore Davie appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Pollard lor the defen- 
dants.

Citizens generally aro sorry to see that 
the local government, who aro setting a 
now fence about the old cemetery, have 
adopted tho arbitrary lino selected by the 
lord bishoo of Columbia and are allowing 
the fence to encroach Beveral feet on the 
public domain. On inquiry we learn that 
(ho city surveyor gave the line to the 
surveyor general who, therefore, is not an. 
swerablc for the encroachment. A suit is 
now boforo the supreme court — Crowther 
ve. Beaven — the result of which may show 
that all alterations of the street lines by 
private individuals aro illegal, und tho ef- 
fect may be to cause the trespassers to re- 
tire within their original bounds. It 
seems a pity that the city corporation, 
which is the custodian of the public pro- 
perty, should be found giving linos that 
may bo shown to bo unconstitutional and 
illegal. In any other city but this the of- 
fending fences would have beeu levelled 
long ago.

London, July 20. — Ex-Alderman Paul 
Phipps died suddenly this morning at his 
residence on y Dufferin avenue from heart 
disease, aged 58 years. Although he had 
previously beeu seriously ill, lately ho had 
shown signs of marked improvement, and 
was last evening actively engaged at his 
business. Mr. Phipps, whoso father was 
an officer in the British army, came to 
Canada in 18:52, settling in Adelaide 
Township. Ho was at one timo engaged 
as mail carrier for one of tho country 
routes, but latterly has been an extensive 
contractor for city work. From 1805 U; 
1861 ho served as alderman; he was a 
member of the Masonic Order. His gen- 
ial disposition earned for him many 
friends. Ho leaves two daughters and a 
son, the latter a resident of British Co- 
lumbia. 

llov. Dean Boomer, who conducted ser- 
vices at the Chapter House this morning, 
was in the act of closing Ins sermon when 
he was seized with with a paralytic stroke 
which completely prostrated him. He 
was removed to his home in a carriage 
and medical aid at once summoned . Late 
this evening he was reported to be easier, 
but as the rov. gentleman is in his eight- 
ieth year his condition is necessarily a 
critical one. 

Ottawa, July 19 — Mrs. Emily Boone 
was burned to death at Mount Sherwood, 
near hero, yesterday. Shortly after one 
o'clock Mr. Watchorn, signalman at the 
Concession street crossing of the Canada 
Atlantic Railway, perceived smoke issu- 
ing from a house on the south side of the 
track. He opened tho door and found 
Mrs. Boono enveloped in llames. The 
unfortunate woman was lying on the door- 
step loading from the dining room to tho 
kitchen, and a chair close beside her was 
also burning. Mr. Watchorn tore the 
burning dress off the suffering woman and 
extinguished the tire that had spread 
around the room. He then notified the 
neighbors and medical aid was sent for im- 
mediately. Doctors Potter and Marks 
soon afterwards arrived, but so horribly 
burned was tho poor woman that death 
ensued at half-past three o'clock. Mrs. 
Boone has been a sufferer from a para- 
lytic stroke and was somewhat helpless. 
She was alone in the house when hor 
clothes caught tire. Tho deceased, who 
was 511 years of ago, was the wife of Mr. 
W. Boone, a cutter and tailor, who is at 
present working at Mattuwa.

Mr. Holwell who was pass- 
ing by ran over to the tire hall and called 
out tho men by rapping on the doors. No 
time was lost by the firemen, and they were 
soon at tho scone of the fire, tin arriving 
the firemen called out tho other sections bj 
ringing an alarm from box -10 corner Vongo 
and McGill Btreets. Mr. Jeffrey, his wife 
and live children were taken from the burn- 
ing building through the windows. Some 
time after it was discovered that there was 
another person in the house, aud Firemen 
Doughty and Sweotman bravely rushed in 
and rescued the sister of Mr. Jeffrey who 
was lying insensible on the floor. She was 
taken to Dr. Bums' whore she died shortly 
before two o'clock. The fire was extinguish- 
ed aftor damage to the extent of SI, 500 had 
been done.

He was subject to tits of melan- 
choly. 

Nai'anek, Out., July 21.- -The wife of 
Wm. Hunter, a Grand Trunk railway sec- 
tion man, living near Fredericksburg sta- 
tion, loft the house about 8 o'clock hist 
c veiling, wandered on tho track and was 
killed by a passing train. 

Toronto, July 21. -About a quarter to 
12 last night a desperate attempt was 
made to burglarize the residence of Mr. 
Jacob Franklin, Superintendent of the 
Street Railway Company, by a pair of 
midnight marauders. Mr. Franklin met 
them with a revolver and put them both 
to flight, wounding both of them. 

The rocoipts of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for tho week ending July 14 were 
§15H,u6o, against $118,000 in tho corres- 
ponding period last year, showing an in- 
crease of §135,000. The number of miles 
of track in operation in excess of that of 
this time in 1883 is 704.

Some Pictures ami Peculiarities of 
the Great Chieftain. 



A corrosijondittit <jf tKo Now York 
Telegram, writing frrihi Waterloo, 
says: The movement looking toward 
the erection of a monument to Red 
Jacket is creating considerable inter- 
est hore. Many strangers also visit 
the houso of Mr." Frodcriok H. Furniss. 
whore the model of the monument is 
on exhibition. Among the relics of Red 
Jacket that Mr. Furniss has in his pos- 
session is a life-si/.o. painting of him 
done in oil. It was made by the artist, 
F. L Hart, from t ho original painting 
by the noted artist "Weir," of Now 
York, in 1828. Kod Jacket was on a 
visit to Now York thou, and was per- 
suaded by his friend. Dr. Francis, to 
allow his portrait to bo painted. Dr. 
Francis says: The chief dressed him- 
self with groat care in a costume ho 
thought the most becoming and appro- 
priate, decorated with his brilliant war 
dress, tomahawk and Washington 
medal. While arou'id him groups of 
lndiaus wore reclining upon tlio lloor, 
he stood erect and liriu. his lofty and 
capacious forehead, his piercing black 
eye, his gently curved lips, lino cheok 
and aquiline nose all marked the groat 
man. Efforts were frequently made 
prior to this time to induce Rod Jacket 
to sit for his portrait, but ho always 
refused, and frequently remarked, 
"when Rod Jacket dies all that belongs 
to him shall dio too." Dr. Francis, 
however, reasoned with the Indian 
and dually succeeded. 

The base of the monument to bo 
erected hero consists of a granite 
boulder in its natural shape. A marble 
shaft over six feet in lii^ht surmounts 
the base and is cut in the shape of au 
Indian arrowhead, pointing upward. 
Suitable inscriptions are on the two 
medallions sunken, ouo into each of 
the stouos. On the top of the boulder, 
just over tho medallion, will bo fasten- 
ed an irou tomahawk and a pipe, 
crossed. 

'■When Red , Jacket died his remains 
were buried in one of the Indian ceme- 
teries which wore located in tho reser- 
vations on tho outskirts of Buffalo. For 
some time no stone marked his grave. 
However, in tho year 18-lU or there- 
abouts, Henry Placide, a noted 
comedian of that day. was playing at 
the 'Buffalo Theater,' a play-house 
then situated on the south-west corner 
of South Division and Washington 
streets. Learning that no monument 
marked tho grave of the noted chief- 
tain, Placide ordered a slab erected 
and an inscription chiselled on it. Tho 
siouo is at present among tho relic? of 
tho society. It is of marble, about 
half au inch in thickness and twenty 
inches wide. It would stand, when 
placed in position, about two feet 
above the ground. The top of tho 
stone containing tho name of tho lu- 
dian has been broken oil. The remain- 
dor of tho inscription is: 

: The Friend and Protector nf Ins People. ; 

; Died Jan. L'O, IKK. 

: Affix] 78 years. : 

"Tho year 1882 is not the correct 
date of death. It should read 18ii0. 
STEALING THE REMAINS. 

"A wandering phrenologist on ouo 
occasion stole tho skull of tho chief 
from tho grave, but it was afterward 
recovered. The bones, with those of 
several other chiefs, now lie hermeti- 
cally sealed in a vault of the Western 
Savings Bank. It is proposed to inter 
those remains in the lot secured for 
that purpose at Forest Lawn. Tho 
services proposed tor this occasion will 
be very elaborate, and, among other 
things, it is intended to invite a num- 
ber of Indian chiefs to the ceremony. 

"In another ancient picture Red 
Jacket is represented as pleading his 
cause for reinstatement to the rank of 
chief, which had been taken from him 
owing to his opposition to civilization 
and liis habits of intemperance. Ho 
urged his claim with eloquence and his 
prayer was granted. There is a largo 
copy of this painting owned in Detroit, 
which has boon offered at $l.'0,000 with 
$10,000 bid. At tho close of tho 
Revolutionary War, when tho United 
States made a treaty with tho Six Na- 
tions, Red Jacket distinguished himself 
by the eloquent opposition to tho pro- 
posal. General Lafayette was present 
and was impressed by the Indian's gift 
of oratory — so much so that when in 
18'2,9 ho revisited Buffalo he asked for 
the young Indian who so eloquently 
opposed the burial of the tomahawk. 
'I he old chief was among tho crowd 
gathered to see the famous visitor, and 
he announced his identity with pride. 
He was wi.«rmly greeted by the French 
generals and a number <>f interesting 
reminiscences were recalled by each. 
Mrs. Lewis F. Stevens, who, it is said, 
was ono of the first women in Buffalo, 
visited tho society's rooms recently, 
and seeing tho picture of Red Jacket, 
recogni/.od the likeness with evident 

fdoasure, stating that when she was a 
ittle girl tho chief had often 'dandled' 
her in his arms. " 

Another famous picture, "The Trial 
of Red Jacket," is in possession of 
Mrs. Stanley in Detroit. It is not only 
a line portrait, but, depicts a historical 
incident of deep interest. Tho artist, 
John M. Stanley, was a native, of 
Canandaigua and spout a largo portion 
of his life among the lndiaus in their 
forest iiomos, and eventually received 
tho titlo of tho "Indian painter." A 
large collection of his works, con- 
tained in tho Smithsonian Institute, 
was unfortunately destroyed in tho tire 
which occurred there several years 
ago. Tho scene which tho artist de- 
picts occurred at Bullalo Creek, which 
is the site of the present city. Red 
Jacket, being tried for sorcery and 
witch-craft, is speaking in his own de- 
fense, and tho effect of his eloquence 
upon tho council is presented with ad- 
mirable skill. The picture contains 
noarly 100 figures, in varied posture, 
and many of them are correct portraits 
of historic chiefs. Tho canvas is six 
feet by nine, and tho artist was en- 
gaged five years in the work, which ho 
considered his masterpiece. 

An old tract says: "The jury ol 
twelve was adopted because the proph- 
ets were twelve, the apostles numbered 
twelve, there were twelve Jewish 
Judges, twelve pillars of the temple, 
twelvo patriarchs, twelve tribes of 
Israel, twelve stones in Aaron's breast- 
plate, twelve gates of Jerusalem, twelve 
months in tho year and twelvo signs in 
the zodiac. When juries were first 
established, the Judge took the jurors 
about with him in a cart until they 
agreed. If they didn't agree, thoy 
were lined and imprisoned." 

A Guadalajara, Mexico paper com- 
plains that it is not practicable to es- 
tablish the telephone in that city, be- 
cause society is so scandalously low 
and lewd that thero is not a telephone 
apparatus where in answer to a serious 
question words are not wired which 
pre disgraceful aud obscene. 



Bombay Street Scones. 

Bombay is exceedingly interesting to 
me. I love to soak my handkerchief in 
camphor, and then start off in tho edge 
of the ovoning to take a long ramble 
on foot, oblivious of tho danger from 
cholera and other provalont pestilen- 
ces. 

Hero is a single, lone Chinaman — tho 
only ono I have seen in all Bombay — 
who is stopping along to his shoo shop. 
Here is a group of my esteemed coun- 
trymen, as I immediately gather from 
the gilt inscription "U. S. S. Trenton," 
around their hat bands, and also from 
thoir bluo sailor suits. Thoy are slight- 
ly moistonod with benzine, I can see, 
and I havo grave doubts as to their 
mission on shore; but they compare so 
favorably with tho men from tho 
British ships in conduct, that I do not 
robuko them as I pass by. Hore aro 
some bootblacks, tho First I have seen 
since leaving San Francisco. Your 
shoes aro always blacked by tho hotel 
portor or tho boarding houso porter, or 
tho steamer porter in thoso parts, so 
that tho business of tho street urchin is 
sadly injured. I do not hear tho famil- 
iar American cry, "Shine yor boots?" 
These Hindoo bootblacks should visit 
New York aud see how it is done. 

Hero a great crowd of natives aro 
looking off at tho sky over tho bay. I 
look also, but see nothing. I move on 
further until I como in sight of the sea- 
shore, when 1 discover thousands and 
thousands of pooplo sitting dowu and 
gazing at tho black cloudless sky. I 
ferret out a Parsee (tho Parsoos almost 
always spoak English) and ho explains 
it all to me. This is tho first day of 
tho Hindoo New Year, and it is a great 
national custom to look for tho now 
moon. After much looking I discover 
tho queeu of night— the smallest cres- 
cent I have ovor soon. 

Tho streets aro thronged with men, 
women and children, all attired in cos- 
tumes that are more showy than any 1 
have evor seen elsewhere in tho world. 

A sorios of torrilic shrieks now rise 
above tho babel of street crios. 1 el- 
bow my way along tho scone of opera- 
tions aud find that a Hindoo is piercing 
tho nose of one of his daughters, aged 
perhaps 10 years. This is, of course, 
a part of every Hindoo girl's education, 
but it is a medicine that is not appreci- 
ated iu tho taking. Tho means adopt- 
ed for performing tho operation aro 
rather primitive. The child's head is 
held by ono person, while another jams 
the wire of the jewel through tho 
shrinking curtilage of the nostril. 



A Walking Stiok That Has Traveled. 

Colonel William Krueston, a bronz- 
ed veteran of the British India service, 
who passed through Philadelphia a few 
days ago, carried a eaue that is a mem- 
euto of great events. It is made of nine 
longitudinal strips of wood; tho head 
is a highly polished bit of bone from 
tho river drift deposits iu Devonshire, 
England, and the ferule is the frag- 
ment of a guu useil at the battle of 
Melogano. One wooden strip is from 
the Mount of Olives, at Jerusalem, and 
from the other night ono is from Nol- 
sou's ship, the Victory, one from tho 
American sloop-of-war Cumberland, 
ono from tho Alabama, cut before she 
left Laird's ship-yard; one from tho 
Bollorophon, Napoleon's prison ship; 
ouo from tho Villo do Paris, Admiral 
Grasso's Hag-ship in our revolutionary 
war; one from the tloor of tho black 
hole at Calcutta; one from the grovo 
surrounding Taj Mahal, and tho last 
from the wreck of tho Royal George. 
Colonel Krueston has written a sketcli 
of the circumstances under which each 
piece of Uiooauo was obtained, and tho 
whole put together, and on his death it 
and the manuscript are to bo deposited 
in the South Kensington museum. Each 
circumstance regarding the leathering 
of the pieces is properly attested. 

Boston Culture. 



The peculiar culture of the Hub has 
has often been commented upon, but it 
has seldom received any better illustra- 
tion than is given in tho following anec- 
dote of an incident which occurred 
many years ago between a would-be 
passenger to Boston anil the cierk of 
one of the sound steamers: 

"Capting, what is tho faro to Bos- 
ting?" 

"In the cabing, with the womingP" 
"Yes, Capting. " 
"Eleving shilling." 
"Oh, Heaving; can't you make it 
soviug?" 

In several of his works Thackeray 
portrays his aristocratic characters 
speaking without sounding tho final </ 
in words ending in iny, but it has been 
loft to the Bostouese to tack this letter 
onto every word ending in on, ut, a in, 
etc. In England the common or un- 
educated people pronounce the uuj 
with a A; intonation, as tkiukatk, for 
Uitnkiit'j; and the Uostoneso will find 
to thoir horror that their Anglomania 
errs on the plebeian ratiier than tho 
aristocratic side.

"Isn't it ridicul- 
ous!" or somothing of the kind; aud 
each opens a window, ono gentleman 
going so far us to open all tho venti- 
lators, while another opens both 
doors.
